The Asgsasaination of Abraham Lincoln
—The Pardoned Conspirator
Makes a Statement His
Enowledge of the
Terrible Crime,

In May, 1865, Bdmund Spangier was trie] on the
chargo of being one of the conspirators who leagaed
together to assassinate Pramident Lincoln,  For his
perticipation in that plot he was scltencoed w the
Dry Tortugas, In company with the notorious Dr,
Mudd, Just before his adininlatration had olosed,
Prestdant Johnson pardoned these two individaais,
and among people of pro-Rebel tendencios they have
both, since their return, bean extensively [loniged,
Spangier, it will be remembered, was a scene-shiftor
at Forll's Theatre, and was on the atagn when Hooth
shot President Lincoln and jumped from the box to
the stage. He has just written the following
statement, and, ag ope woild natucaily expect, as-
#erth hia entire innooence, denounces the fOnding of
the court-martial in unmepsured terms, declares
aguinst the justice of hir sentence, impehchey the
integrity of those who testifled agninst him, and
dwells at length on the “horrors” to which ho wis
subjected while on the Dry Tortugas, in the face of
many lmpartial accounts published singe his incar-
ceration, all agrecing that there was no spocial
hardahips inficted npon him.  This = hls statement,
verbatint of liberatin, as found In the New York World
this morning :—

1665, when 1 was relleved from the torture of the
bag, bt my hands and Hmbs remained heavily
manacied,

On one Funday, while I was oonfined at thin place
(the Washington Arsenal), 1 was visited by o gentio-
man of middie stature, rather stout, with fall bhoard

and gold-fremed spectacies, He notlced mana-
cles und padded head, | afterwards lesrned that he
was Mr, Stanton, the Secretary of War, 1t Is proper

to ptate that when the hood was placed on me, Cap-
taln Mubroe sald it was by order of the Sécretary of
War, My first thought was that 1 waa to bs hung
without wisl, wnd the hood was preparatory to
ihat act,

The firat time 1 ever saw Mri Surratt was In the
Carroll Prison yanl, on Capitol UL [ did not see
her agaln until we were taken lnto conrt the first
do% ot the arsennl, My cell was on the same oorri-
dor with hors, and 1 had to pass it every time T was
taken into court. 1 frequently looked into her cell, a
Fniml o about four feel wide by seven leet Inng.
The only thipgs in her cell were an old matiress lald
on the bricks and an army blanket, [ conld see the
iroms on her feel, as ahe wis generally lying on the
muttress, and was the Iast ono brought into oconrt,
She oecipied & seut In court near the prison docr.
The seat was twelve inohes high, and the chains be-
tween the irons on her feet were S0 short that ahe
Always had to be assisted (o her sent. She Wil 80
slek atone time that the court was compeiled to ad
journ.

On the 17th of July, about midnight, I was con-
veyed to a steamboat, and arrived the next day at
Fartress Mooroe, and was thepee taken to the gan-
beat Florlila. The [rons on_my arms were tempo-
rarily removed, but Captain Datton, in charge of the
puard, ordered hewvy Lil'le irons to be pliced on me,
whew Ueneral Dodd, chief oficer o charge, more
humanely countermanded his order and had the irons
again removed from my arms, | was pluced for
security in the lower hold of the vesael, and oom-
pelled to descend to it by & Indder, The rounds
wers far apart, and, a8 the irons on my feet were
chuined but & few nches apart, my legs were
bruteed and lacerated fesrfully., The hold whers 1
wun confined was close and dirty, but after two or
thres days I wias allowed on deck in the daytime,
but was closely guarded. 1 was allowed to speak
to no one of the crew, We arrived at Fort Jetler-
son, on the Dry Tortogas, and were handed over to
Colonel Hamilton, commanding, who placed mao
until the next day in a casemate.  The next day |
was brought before Colonel Hamilton, who in.
formed me that he had no more stringent orders
concerning me than other prisoners confined there.

I munaged to get along comfortably for & while,
though to some of the prisoners the offloers were
very eruel. One man by the name of Dunn, while
helping in unloading & Government transport, got
hold of some liguor and Imbibed too freely; for
which he waon taken o the guard-house and tled ap
to the window-fruine by his thambs for two hours,
Genoral Hill then ordered him to be taken down
and be made Lo carry o thirty-two potnd ball, bat as
the hanging had deprived him of the use of his
thumbs, he was unable {03 oby, The
oMoers, however, put two twenty-foar

wound  balls i & Koapssck, and compelled

im to carry them until the sack gave away
from the welght of the (ron. He was then tled up
by the wrists and guagged In the mouth by the bayo-
pet from 8 P, M, til] the next morning. He was then
luken down and thrown into the guard-house, but
wis #0 exhaused that he hid 0 be removed to the
hogpital. It was declded to amputate three of his
fingers, but this was reconsidered. He lost, how-
ever, the use of his thumb and two fngers, ‘This
punishment was Infllcted by Major MoConuell, oM-
cerof the day, and was carried out by Sergeant
Edward Donnelly,

Another poor prisoner named Brown was once

excused by the doctor from work on the plea of |il-
wess, but the Provost Marshal insisted, and finding
him too 11l and lacki strength, made him carry &
thirty-two pound ball. He staggered under the
welght and was compelled from weakness to put
it down. He was then taken to the wharf and with
his legh tied together and his hands tled behind him,
a rope was placed around him sod he wes
thrown into the water and shen dragged out. This
wus done three or four times, he begging for mercy
most piteonsly. He was fnally jerked out of the
water and ordered to return to his ordinary work.
The poor wretch crept off, apparently thaakfal for
any escape from such torments.  Captain Joseph
Rittonhonse was oMeer of the day, and his orders
were earried out by Corporal Spear.
During the latter part of last October [ was placed
in lrons and compelled to work with an armed sen-
tinel over me, 1 did not know thg reason for this,
for 1 woas anconscious of having given otfense, wond
had conformed to every regulation, 1 was then
clogely eonlined and allowed to communicate with
no one for four months, The pretense for tha, 1
alterwans learned, sprang from an attempt orf Dr,
Mudd to escape,

Colonel St. George Leger Grenfel, aged 65 yoars,
wis taken #ick and went to the Doctor to get ex-
cnsed from work. The Doctor declined o excuse
him, He thenapplied to the Provost Marshal, who
suld that he couldl pot exeuse him if the Doctar could
not, Grenfel then trled to work and falled.  They

then took him to the guard-house, tied him ap for
half a day, and then took him W the whaet,
tied his  hands  behind  him,  tled his  legs
together, And  put & rope around his walst,
There were three omceers, heavily armed, |
who drove spectatorsh from' the _tﬂmrr: 1
could see and hear from my window, The colopel
psked them if they were going to throw him futo the |
water, and chey unswered “Yes.” He then jumped
in, and becanse he could not sink they drew him
out and tied about forty ponnds of iron to his legs
and threw him into the water again, and after he hied
supk twice they pulled him out again. and then com-
pelled himn to go to work, The oflcers who had hlm
in hand were Lieatennnt Robinson, Licutenant Plke,
and Captain George W, Crabb, asglsted I;,y Sergeant
Michael tileason, and Assistant Military Storekeeper
. T .Itu-hun.whnllm\ thedron on his legs, Ca pin
Samuel Peebles ted up Grenfel for saying that |
“he wis capable of dolng anything.”  Colonel Gren-
fel was forced to gerab and do  other menial work l
when he proved he was 80 [ us to have refused to
cat his rations for a fweek. All of the ofcers hated |
Grenfel on account of aletter which appeared o o
New Yurk paper, which they sald Grenfel wrote, |
alout tying op the prisouer Dunn, which letter |
was truthful, as others and mysell were |
witpesses to the details it related, One very
stormy night Grenfel, with four others, escaped o w
small boat, and was evidently drowned near the fort. i
His epcape was digcoverad, but the storm was o se-
vers that it was deemed oo dangerous to pursae I
then, withough a steamer was at the wharf, Grenfel
frequently  decdmed his  intention of running
any risk 1o escape, rather than, to use his own
words, *“to he tortured fo death &t the fort.”
These are only two or three instances of the
many acts of croelty practised at the fort, Durlng
my Imprisonment at Fort Jemerson I worked very
hurd at carpenteting and wood orpamental work,
making o great many fancy boxes, ete,, ont of the
peculiar wood found on the adjacent islands; the
greater portion of this work was made for officers,
By my Industry in that dircotion, I won some favor
intheir eyes, | was released in March of the pre-
sent year by execulive dlemency.
